A reasonable amount of the 
common fire under control is 
a nescessity to our comfort 
and welfare in the world, 
but the same kind of fire-in 
excess and not under control 
is both uncomfortable and 
destructive.

Do not have a long intro- 
duction or many prelimin- 
aries. Especially about your- 
self. One great writer on 
preaching said “Begin with 
your best.” Grip your au- 
dience from the start. Your 
theme of course, will be 
Christ, the Lord. But, of the 
wondrous things 
which may be told of Him 
there 1s no end; but from 
whatever view-pointyou see 
fit by the aid ot the Spirit to 
discuss the subject. Stick to 
your text or topics. Do not 
wander so far away that you 
for get where you 
started. Avoid all levity of 
speech or manner. By giv- 
ing way to foolishness you 
lose your grip on God, your? 
self and your audience. 
Avoid mimicry. You may 
get the name of being a good 
actor, but your acting will 
not be unto edification. Slang 
shculd have no place in the 
pulpi‘. Of the tens of thou- 
sands of good, pure’ English 
words there are plenty in 
which to express the thoughts 
of the best of us, when cor- 
rectly and fittingly used. Sar- 
casm should be used very 
sparingly indeed. Elijah us- 
ed it once to good effect, but 


there are not many Elijahs. 
Stories and jokes about 


one’s self are seldom in good 
taste. It has been said of a 
certain preacher “when he 
has finished telling all the 
stories about himself his ser- 
mon is done.” 

Story telling is a gift which 
few can use to profit. It is 
the lazy man’s hobby on 
which he rides through the 
hour, without very much 
brain work. Study the Word 
ofGod. Emphasizethe word 
STUDY. Dig deep and 
deeper yet. There are trea- 
sures new and old which God 
never yet gave the lazy man 
after he took his place on the 
platform. 

Let us beware of trying to 
steal other men’s fire. 

Years ago it was said of 
some—‘‘He tries to be a 
Moody;” later—‘“‘He tries to 
be a Sam Jones” and recent- 
ly—“He is trying to be Billy 
Sunday.” This shows great 
weakness indeed.

Not much attention has 
been paid to foreign missions,

back to foreign missons 

God so loved the world; 
not the United States, nota 
little portion of the globe; but 
the whole world. We are 
but a small portion. If some 
of us were born in the wilds 
of South America, and never 
heard this gospel. preached, 
we would be very thankful 
if some one would bring the 
glad tidings to us. 

We have been here shout- 
ing, having a good time, and 
souls being blest. Every 
time a second goes by one 
soul drops into eternity.
